Economy vs. safety is Prop. 15 
issue, debate opponents contend

The man who talked in favor of 
Proposition 15 said stricter safety 
regulations are needed for nuclear power 
plants. The man who talked against the 
June 8 initiative replied the current 
regulations are “more than adequate.” 
They spoke last night in the Lompoc 
Library in a debate sponsored by the 
Lompoc Democratic Club after driving 
down together from San Luis Obispo 
where both men work and live. Club 
president Fred Bock was moderator. 
According to Dr. Dave Lenderts, the 
Proposition 15 supporter, the initiative 
represents “ a 
reasonable safety 
measure and if it can not be met,then 
nuclear power plants are not safe.” 


Teamsters Union 
official slain 
in labor unrest

A Teamsters Union organizer was 
kilted and three men wounded in a bloody 
battle Wednesday between Teamsters 
and rival ironworkers outside a struck 
metals plant in New York City. 
Police said the shooting erupted in 
front of the Samson Industries plant in 
Queens when several carloads of men 
from Teamsters Local 810 charged a 
picket line manned by members of 
Ironworkers Local 455 The ironworkers 
had been on strike at the plant since Ju­ 
ly, 1975. 
Members of the two unions fought each 
other with baseball bats and chains. 
Devereaux “ Dave” McGuire, 46, of 
Huntington, N.Y.. was found dead about 
a block from the plant. Fernando Anon, 
an Ironworkers member, was shot in the 
spine and right ear and was listed in 
critical condition. The other wounded 
m an w as id e n tifie d only as a 
Teamster. 
In New York’s major labor dispute, 
between striking apartment building 
employes and the city’s landlords, most 
of the landlords approved a contract 
proposal Wednesday that ended the 17- 
day walkout. 
In other labor disputes: 
— Striking National Association of 
Broadcast Employes and Technicians 
members were voting on a tentative con­ 
tract agreement with NBC 
— Talks between striking United Rub­ 
ber Workers and four major tiremakers 
dragged on without any sign of progress 
and bloodworm and Bandworm diggers in 
Maine continued their walkout. 


A.C. Smith, a PG&E public affairs 
coordinator for the company’s Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power plant project, con­ 
tended the proposition “would force a 
shutdown of all plants.” There is “no 
way” the industry can meet the stipula­ 
tions of the initiative, he said. 
Dr. Lenderts began his 10-minute open­ 
ing remarks by commenting, “ As a 
physician. I look at this as a public health 
issue.” 
Polluted air and water of today 
resulted from our lax habits over the 
past 40 years; we cannot afford to be this 
way about the potential hazards of 
nuclear use. he said. 
The doctor continued that the nation is 
in the middle of a cancer epidemic in 
which it is estimated that between 70 to 
90 per cent of this illness is environmen­ 
tally induced. This contamination has 
been caused by the same industries that 
push for nuclear energy — oil, chemical 
and utility companies. 
He then described the problems of 
nuclear power plants in four areas in 
California and later mentioned some in­ 
cidents of near disaster at U.S. and 
European plants. 
The plant in Humbolt Bay is now 
closed because it “has not been designed 
to stand earthquakes than can occur 
from a nearby fault.” The plant, Rancho 
Seco, opened in April 1975 but it has been 
closed all except for a few weeks 
because of burned out motors and faulty 
turbine blades, he said. 
About the Diablo Canyon project, Dr. 
Lenderts said that adequate earthquake 
safeguards have not been taken against 
an offshore fault recently found to be ac­ 
tive. 
His point in recounting plant troubles 
and weakness is that “they have had all 
kinds of design errors” and are not as 
safe as the energy industry would like 
the public to believe.

reported on the growing population and 
consequent growing need for energy. 
Nuclear energy would be the best source 
as it is cheap and environmentally safe, 
he said. 
Coal is a great polluter and natural gas 
is expensive and in short supply, Smith 
stated. 
While there are 562 nuclear reactors in 
operation worldwide, none has caused a 
death or injury. 
About Diablo Canyon, the speaker said 
PG&E is paying about a fourth of that 
taxes in San Luis Obispo County. Tile 
plant employs 2,150 men. he said. 
(Later he said that, when in operation, 
the project would employ 150 persons 
full-time.) 
“ I have no fear with respect to plant 
safety,” he said, continuing that if 
Proposition 15 passes, it will force all 
plants in California to shut down. 
This would cause a significant U.S. 
dependence on costly foreign oil and the 
use of polluting coal as an energy source 
here, he remarked. 
In his five-minute rebuttal. Smith 
noted that the plant at Humbolt Bay has 
saved the use of hundreds of thousands (rf 
barrels of oil and it has been closed down 
for refueling. 
About the active offshore fault near 
Diablo Canyon, he said, “We knew there 
were a lot of onshore faults and assumed 
there were offshore faults and we 
designed the plant for that. 
“There are problems with nuclear 
power, but we think there are less 
problems with that than with oil and 
coal.” he said. 
Smith pointed out that the U.S. Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion (ERDA) has figured if the proposi­ 
tion passes, it will cost California con­ 
sumers about $40 billion over the next 20 
years in higher electricity bills and 
higher costs for goods and services pas­ 
sed on by commerce, industry and 
agriculture. 
Dr. Lenderts replied that the $40 
million figure was made while assuming 
the initiative would shut down all plants, 
which the proposition is not designed or 
guaranteed to do 
“All in all. the intent of the proposition 
is safety.” he said 
He also referred to two reports that in­ 
dicate there would be no “appreciable 
difference” in the economy if nuclear 
plants did not exist. 
He said further that the nation still 
would be dependent on foreign sources of 
energy with nuclear plants. This is so 
because ERDA has calculated that the 
U S. will have to start importing 
uranium after 1984 when our supply will 
be exhausted, he said 
There w ere about 25 audience 
members. 


OSLO, Norway (UPI) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger told America’s 
European allies today there is no alter­ 
native to detente with the Soviet Union 
no m atter who wins the U.S. presidential 
election, diplomats said. 
The diplomats emerged from a closed 
session of the 15-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization ministerial council 
and said Kissinger told the group that 
any. U.S. administration will be con­ 
fronted with basically unchangeable 
problems with Russia. 
These problems are so fundamental to 
war and peace that whoever wins the 
White House in November will have to 
follow the detente policy of peace 
through strength, Kissinger said ac­ 
cording to the diplomats. 
Kissinger also told the allied foreign 
ministers he sees no Kremlin plan for 
world dom ination now a t work. 
However, he said the growing military 
power of the Soviet Union provides a 
temptation to its rulers, and the West 
must therefore be ready to defend itself, 
the diplomats said. 
According to the diplomats, Kissinger 
said he was talking for the United States 
and not simply for one administration in 
laying out his views at the NATO con­ 
ference table. 
Earlier today Kissinger launched a 
fresh diplomatic campaign to end the 
Cyprus dispute between America’s 
Greek and Turkish allies. 
Kissinger emerged from a 65-minute 
breakfast with Greek Foreign Minister 
Dimitrios Bitsios and told reporters he 
hopes that “rapid progress will be pos­ 
sible” as a result of the new talks to 
resolve the Cyprus conflict. 
Bitsios smiled but. standing at Kis­ 
singer's side outside their hotel meeting 
room, said only, “ I have found under­ 
standing.

ask recount 
in Michigan 


DETROIT (UPI) - Morris Udall’s 
Michigan campaign staff may ask for a 
recount of Tuesday’s Dem ocratic 
presidential primary, a spokesman said 
today. 
The Arizona congressm an was 
defeated by former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter by less than I per cent — or 1,820 
votes, according to unofficial results. 
Paul Tully, Udall’s Michigan cam­ 
paign manager, said the candidate’s 
field staff was "encouraged” Wednesday 
after checking reports of vote tallying 
errors and uncounted ballots in several 
state precincts. 
“The more we check this thing out, the 
better it looks,” Tully said. 
He said the errors “easily could in­ 
volve 4,000 or 5,000” votes. 
Tully claimed the absentee ballot 
count was incomplete, but declined to 
say which areas of the state are in­ 
volved. He said many ballots “were 
counted twice” by computers, but again 
refused to say where the errors oc­ 
curred. 
George Herstek, a state elections of­ 
ficial in Lansing, said, “ I don’t know 
what the Udall people are talking about. 
We keep hearing all these reports, but 
we ha ve n't been able to verify 
anything.”

U.S. may intervene 
in busing challenge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford will meet with Attorney General 
Edward H. Levi Friday to discuss possi­ 
ble government intervention in court 
challenges to school busing orders, the 
White House said today. 
Ford also repeated his views on school 
desegregation cases that involve busing 
of students. “I am for desegregation, but 
I am totally opposed to court-ordered 
forced busing.” he said in an interview 
with representatives of the Kentucky 
news media. 
Ford said his cabinet officers have 
submitted three alternatives to school 
busing which he will review within the 
next few weeks. “They appear to be con­ 
structive, and I would hope would be ef­ 
fective.” he said. He declined, however, 
to specify what the alternatives were. 
“I would rather wait until I have made 
the final decision, but we are in the 
process right now,” Ford said. 
Meanwhile, Rep. Yvonne Burke, D- 
Calif., chairman of the House Black 
Caucus, met with Levi today on the bus­ 
ing issue. She told reporters the attorney 
general is “leaning” toward asking the 
Supreme Court to review Boston’s school 


desegregation orders handed down by 
U.S. District Judge W. Arthur Garrity. 
There is a challenge to Garrity’s 
orders now pending before the Supreme 
Court, but no such case involving Louis­ 
ville has reached the high court. 
Ron Nessen, Ford’s chief spokesman, 
rejected as a “bum rap” any implication 
the administration might have a political 
motive if it decided to intervene in the 
Louisville case on the lower court level 
in advance of Tuesday’s Kentucky 
primary. 
Ford told the Kentucky interviewers 
Levi might decide to go into the 
Louisville case. 
Nessen said Levi will meet with Ford 
Friday, “presumably” to inform the 
President which case, if any, he has 
decided the federal government should 
enter.

Carter asks 
extensive 
tax reforms 


LAS VE GAS. Nev 
( UP I ) - 
Democratic frontrunner Jimmy Carter 
today called for extensive tax reform 
and vowed to reorganize the executive 
branch of government if elected presi­ 
dent. 
“The tax system is a disgrace,” he 
said. “There are no hidden loopholes for 
the man who gets a paycheck every two 
weeks. And the family that makes more 
than $1 million a year pays less taxes 
than the working man.” 
Carter, campaigning for votes in next 
Tuesday’s Nevada primary election, ad­ 
dressed a rally at the University of 
Nevada which police estimated drew 
more than 1.200 persons. 
Carter called for a revision in the 
welfare system, proposing recipients 
should be retrained for employment. If 
they refuse to accept jobs, he said, they 
should be removed from public as­ 
sistance. 
“ We need a welfare system that meets 
the needs of those that need help but does 
not rob the taxpayer," he said. 
Carter asked for support from persons 
who want a complete reorganization of 
the executive branch of the government. 


“ It should be made efficient, 
e c o n o m i c a l l y , p u r p o s e f u l and 
manageable, for a change." he said. 


GNP shows 8.5% growth in first quarter 


No alternative to detente, 
Kissinger tells NATO meet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The real Gross National Product 
grew at an annual rate of 8.5 per cent during the first three 
months of this year, an even faster pace than a preliminary 
estimate had indicated, the Commerce Department report­ 
ed today. 


In another report, the department said corporate profits 
after taxes during the first quarter increased 5.5 per cent to 
a seasonally adjusted annual rate of $84.3 billion. It was the 
highest quarterly level for profits since the third quarter of 
1974 — which immediately preceded the Arab oil embargo 


The report estimated the real GNP, which eliminates the 
effects of inflation, at $1,241 trillion during the first quarter. 
Based on April’s preliminary data, the real GNP had been 
estimated at $1,238 trillion, up 7.5 per cent from the final 
three months of 1975. 


The upward revision was based primarily on a lower rate 
of inflation, higher spending for consumer goods and ser­ 
vices and higher investment by the business sector in fac­ 
tories. machinery and equipment. 
The Commerce Department said the GNP will be revised 
again in July when more complete data becomes available 
and projected the maximum changes could be as high as 10.4 
per cent or as low as 7.2 per cent. 
It said inflation measured by the GNP implicit price 
deflater was revised down from 3.7 per cent to 3.5 per cent. 
This was the lowest inflation rate in 34 years. 
Business investment was revised up $1 billion and con­ 
sumer spending, largely because of new car sales, nearly $1 
billion. Changes in these two categories accounted for the 
bulk of the $2 8 billion upward revision from the preliminary 
data in the GNP

Office of Criminal Justice 
Planning has accepted a 
m odified P ro je c t SAVE 
proposal as a result of the ac­ 
tion of county supervisors in 
failing to fund a north county 
detention-rehabilitation facility 
due to lack of money. 
The equipment which was to 
have gone into the original 
program will now be used to 
refurbish detention facilities in 
the county, and implement 
Project SAVE at the detention 
facilities and on the Allan Han­ 
cock Campus in Santa Maria, 
according to county officials.

Both sides pressure Levi on busing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Opposing pressures on Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi mounted today as he debated whether to 
ask the Supreme Court to review the busing orders in Boston’s con- 
trpversial school desegregation case. 
President Ford, while insisting he was leaving the decision to 
Levi, told reporters Wednesday he expects the attorney general to 
see him this week “and undoubtedly tell me what his decision is.” 
“I think that is a very appropriate thing for him to do and a very 
proper role for me to have,” Ford said. “ But he will make the 
decision.” 


Concorde opponents lose last appeal 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Opponents of the Concorde supersonic 
transport lost their last-ditch plea aimed at blocking next week’s 
planned inauguration of flights to the United States. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals, acting with unusual speed, affirmed 
the permit issued by Transportation Secretary William Coleman 
for 16 months of trial passenger service by the Anglo-French SST 
beginning Monday. 
The Wednesday ruling came only hours after Ute court heard 
arguments against the Concorde by environmentalists, consumer 
groups and representatives of counties in New York and Northern 
Virginia. All asked for a speedy decision. 


Smith moves for new negotiations 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI) — Premier Ian Smith is studying 
proposals to abolish voter qualifications based on race, a possible 
starting point for another round of talks with moderate black 
nationalists, according to government sources. 
Smith is facing more intense diplomatic and military pressure 
than at any time since the nation unilaterally broke with Britain IO 
years ago. The Soviet-backed black guerrilla campaign intent on 
wiping out white rule has reached a new intensity, especially in the 
southeast. 
Both the United States and South Africa have told Smith he can 
expect no help in a military showdown with the guerrillas in­ 
filtrating Rhodesia from Mozambique in the east. 


Court refuses to review sex laws 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court for a second time 
has refused a full review of the constitutionality of laws barring 
homosexual acts between consenting adults in their own homes. 
In a brief order Wednesday, the court denied a petition for recon­ 
sideration of a one-line March 29 ruling upholding such laws. The 
petition, from the American Civil Liberties Union, asked the court 
to hold oral arguments and issue a full opinion on the case. 


Presidential campaign funds delayed 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal Election Commission will 
not begin distributing $3.4 million in federal campaign matching 
funds to presidential candidates until next week at the earliest. 


President Ford refused to swear in the five FEC members con­ 
firm ed this week by the Senate until it confirms his new appointee, 
former Republican Congressman William Springer of Illinois. 


Sen. Howard Cannon. D-Nev., chairman of the Senate Rules 
Committee, said his committee will hold a hearing Friday on 
Springer’s appointment. It will be next week before the full Senate 
can act on it. 


Nuclear decision disappoints' India 


NEW DELHI. India (UPI) — India expressed “disappoint­ 
ment” and "regret” today over Canada’s refusal to resume the 
nuclear aid cut off after India’s explosion of a nuclear device two 
years ago. 
Minister of External Affairs Y. B. Chavan told Parliament India 
felt Canada was bound to fulfill the contract, under which nuclear 
technology and assistance was originally granted. 


“ We are indeed disappointed that, after two years of strenuous 
negotiations, when a detailed understanding had been reached, the 
Canadian government should have unilaterally taken the step to 
terminate nuclear cooperation.” he said 


Antitrust reform filibuster averted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate Majority Leader Mike Man­ 
sfield averted a Republican filibuster against a sweeping antitrust 
reform bill by securing agreement to call the measure up for 
debate early next week. 
The settlement allows the Democratic leadership to bring the 
bill up at their discretion next Tuesday without facing unlimited 
debate and delay 
The agreement was reached when — following a minifilibuster 
by opponents of the measure — sponsors indicated they would hold 
up other Senate business through Tuesday and, if necessary, move 
to shut off debate to get the bill before the Senate. 


France won't rejoin NATO military arm 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing said today France will remain faithful to the Atlantic 
alliance but will not rejoin the NATO organization’s military struc­ 
ture and will continue to organize and command its own defense. 


Winding up a state visit to Washington. Giscard answered ques­ 
tions in English at a National Press Club breakfast before making 
his formal farewell to President Ford at the White House and Hy­ 
ing in his supersonic Concorde jetliner to Houston for the next 
stage of his week long tour. 


Health 'quit' eligible for benefits 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A worker who voluntarily quite his job 
on the advice of a physician or psychiatrist is eligible for un­ 
employment benefits, the Unemployment Insurance Appeals 
Board ruled Wednesday. 


In a 3-2 decision reversing a previous ruling, the board said the 
claimant could receive benefits because “the duties of the job ... 
adversely affected his mental or emotional health to the extent 
that his psychiatrist advised him to leave work.” 


In addition, the claimant, a Torrance metallurgist, was eligible 
for benefits despite his failure to tell his employer about any 
serious illnesses he might have had, the majority said. 


Gas plentiful, demand 
strong, price going up

Clyde Hamlett, owner of 
Hamlett’s Service Station at 
the corner of highways J and Z 
in Braggadocio, Mo., sells 
regular gasoline at 59 cents a 
gallon. 
“ Two m iles from here 
they’re selling regular for 50 
cents, and five miles from here 
they’re selling it for 48,” said 
Hamlett, whose pump in the 
M issouri boothill is near 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Ken­ 
tucky. 
“ It’s federal regulations. 
They (the oil companies) can’t 
sell it to me any cheaper than 
they do, but if they’ve got a sur­ 
plus, they can sell it to an in­ 
dependent” for as much as five 


cents a gallon cheaper. 
A nationwide survey of gas­ 
oline prices and trends by 
United Press International con­ 
firmed Clyde Hamlett’s dilem­ 
ma: Gasoline is plentiful. De­ 
mand is strong, and prices are 
creeping up.

In Chicago, Detroit, Jackson, 
Miss., Oklahoma City, Charlot­ 
te, NC., San Francisco, Mil­ 
waukee and West Allis, Wis., 
Minneapolis, Pittsburgh, and 
Columbus, Ohio., motorists can 
buy regular gasoline from in­ 
dependent dealers, usually at

3 to 4% food price 
rise seen this year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
tail food prices probably will 
rise 3 to 4 per cent this year and 
will push total consumer food 
spending past the $200 billion 
mark, an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment report indicates. 
Department economists said 
in the report Wednesday that 
the food price gain, which will 
be the smallest in at least four 
years, could be as little as 2 per 
cent if 1976 crops are better 
than now expected, or could be 
as high as 5 per cent if crop 
prospects here and abroad are 
dimmed by summer weather 
conditions. 
But under “conditions, which 
now appear most likely.” the 
food price average for all of 
1976 probably would be 3 to 4 
per cent above 1975, the experts 
said. 
This relatively small in­ 
crease. attributed to increasing 
supplies of many foods, com­ 
pares with jumps of 8 5 per cent 


last year and 14.5 per cent in 
each of the two preceding 
years. 
Economists said consumer 
spending on food in the first 
quarter of 1976 rose to an an­ 
nual rate of $196 billion, up 2.7 
per cent from the last quarter 
of 1975 despite the fact that 
average retail prices did not in­ 
crease 
The hike in total dollar 
spending was due partly to an 
increased volume of food 
purchases and partly to con­ 
tinuing “strong gains” in the 
number of m eals eaten in 
restaurants where prices con­ 
tinued to rise while grocery 
store prices stagnated in the 
first quarter. 
Experts said that if retail 
prices continue to rise moder­ 
ately as predicted through 
much of the rest of 1976. the 
final annual estimate of con­ 
sumer food spending could easi­ 
ly break through the $200 billion 
barrier 


Windmills 
considered 
feasible 
BURBANK (UPI) - Leave 
on the lights, buy a low mileage 
car. overload electrical outlets 
and never fear about energy 
waste by sticking a windmill in 
the backyard. 
Two Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
engineers have found that a 
national network of giant wind­ 
mills could save over two 
billion barrels of oil annually. 
Michael Dubey and Ugo Coty 
were commissioned by the 
federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration to 
in v estig ate the w indm ill 
method of generating energy. 
They discovered windmills 
are economically feasible and a 
potentially major source of 
power, if enough are built. The 
huge wind machines could pos­ 
sibly provide 1.2 trillion 
kilowatt hours of power annual­ 
ly by 1995 Estimates say the 
nation will need 6.5 trillion per 
vear.

Jimmy Carter says he’s not 
worried about California Gov. 
Jerry Brown or Idaho Sen. 
Frank Church, the two late- 
starting candidates who beat 
him in the M aryland and 
Nebraska primaries. 
“They’re not going to be 
challengers for the presidential 
nomination because I’m so far 
ahead,” Carter said Wednesday 
in Portland, Ore. 
Carter, who won 101 dele­ 
gates this week while losing the 
popular vote in Maryland and 
narrowly winning it in Mi­ 
chigan, expects to pick up at 
le a st IOO m o re in next 
Tuesday’s six primaries — in 
Idaho, Nevada, Oregon, Arkan­ 
sas. Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Carter claimed that will push 
his delegate count past 1,000. 
The UPI count of delegates 
committed to Carter is 709, and 
it Ukes 1.505 delegates to win 
the Democratic nomination. 
Republican Ronald Reagan 
said President Ford’s victories 
in Maryland and Michigan 
didn’t distress him. Reagan 
still picked up 29 delegates and 
has 523 committed delegates, 
compared to Ford’s 456. The 
GOP nomination requires 1.130 
delegates. 
“ We are alm ost to the 
halfway mark.” Reagan said 
while campaigning in Reno for 


the Nevada primary. “We are 
well ahead of our projections at 
the beginning of these cam­ 
paigns on where we would be at 
this moment.” 
Ford said his Michigan and 
Maryland victories "restored 
the momentum that is needed 
in the remaining 12 primaries 
and in the caucus sUtes.” Ford 
once again expressed optimism 
about a first-ballot victory at 
the Kansas City convention. 
Brown, who entered the 
Maryland primary too late to 
win any delegates, beamed over 
the lopsided victory he scored 
over Carter in the sUte’s pop­ 
ular vote — 49 per cent to 37 per 
cent — and suggested the 
former Georgia governor didn’t 
deserve to be the front-runner. 
“At the very height, almost 
pinnacle of his thrust, the man 
is defeated in a landslide. 49 to 
37. by someone who had never 
been to Maryland,” Brown 
said. “I think that indicates a 
fundamenUl weakness in his 
presenUtion to the American 
people.” 
Both Brown and Carter cam­ 
paigned in Portland for the 
Oregon primary, where Brown 
is a write-in candidate. Church 
also is on the ballot there. 
Morris Udall, still winless but 
eight times a runnerup, termed 
his showing in Michigan “a win 
in every sense of the word.” He 


came within a percenUge point 
of beating Carter. 
Udall said he would go to the 
national convention with the se­ 
cond highest num ber of 
delegates and will be “the most 
likely nominee if the convention 
doesn’t want Carter.” 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey told 
reporters in St. Clairsville. 
Ohio, the Michigan and Mary­ 
land results slowed Carter’s 
bandwagon “to a more nominal 
speed” and “opened up some­ 
what” his own chances of being 
drafted as the Democratic 
nominee 
“The big states have yet to 
come in.” said Humphrey, 
re fe rrin g to th e Ju n e 8 
primaries in New Jersey. Ohio 
and California.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
After 15 months of revelations 
of CIA assassination schemes 
and other abuses, the Senate 
overwhelmingly approved a 15- 
member watchdog committee 
to monitor the nation’s intelli­ 
gence operations. 
Since it is an internal Senate 
matter, no further action is 
needed except for appointment 
of the members. 
The 72-22 vote was a triumph 
for liberal and m oderate 
reformers, who beat back con­ 
servative efforts to exempt the 
code-cracking National Security 
Agency, Defense Intelligence 
Agency and other Pentagon un­ 
its from the budgetary scrutiny 
of the new Select Committee on 
Intelligence 
Sen Frank Church, D-Idaho. 
chairm an of the Senate's 
months-long investigation into 
the abuses of the intelligence 
agencies for the past 25 years, 
said; 


"It’s a very important step, 
not only toward preventing 
future abuses, but in shoring up 
freedom If the committee does 
its work well, this country is go­ 
ing to be a better place." 


Other reform legislation 
growing out of the investigation 
is expected to focus on 
rewriting of the CIA charter, 
formulation of an official 
charter for the National Securi­ 
ty Agency, and penalties for un­ 
authorized disclosure of na­ 
tional security secrets 


The proposal to strengthen 
congressional oversight of the 
CIA and other intelligence 
agencies dates back at least 20 
years to proposals in 1958 by 
Sen Mike Mansfield. D-Mont. 
Now Mansfield, the Demo­ 
cratic leader, and Sen. Hugh 
Scott, GOP leader, are expect­ 
ed to name the 15 new commit­ 
tee members Seven will be 
drawn from the Senate at large, 
and two each from the Armed 
Services. 
A ppropriations, 
Judiciary and Foreign Rela­ 
tions committees. 
The panel will exercise ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction over the 
CIA. but share "sequential 
jurisdiction" with armed ser­ 
vices and judiciary over mili­ 
tary intelligence units and the

tee. made an eloquent Uth-hour

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - A 
handwriting expert called in 
from Washington D.C. could 
send the search for a valid 
Howard Hughes will back to 
step one today. 


The document found last 
month at Mormon Church 
headquarters in Salt Lake City 
was the first contestant in the 
Hughes will sweepstakes, 
which registered its 18th entry 
Wednesday, and the only one 
given much credence by 
authorities. 


The will named Noah Die­ 
trich, a former confidant of 
Hughes, as executor of the 
billionaire's $2.5 billion estate. 
Dietrich studied the document 
and had it examined by a 
handwriting expert, then said it 
seemed to be genuine and filed 
it for probate. 


Faced by mounting objec­ 
tions from Hughes' relatives 
and business associates, 
D ietrich hired a second 
handwriting expert, who last 
week said the will looked like a 
fake. 


The third analyst, not identi­ 
fied by name but described as 
“ a crim inalist with quite 
lengthy credentials,” will ex­ 
amine the document today un­ 
der orders to ‘‘look only for the 
tru th ,” a spokesman for 
Dietrich said. 


If the expert cannot support 
the will’s authenticity, he said, 
D ie tric h w ill p ro b ab ly 


withdraw the will before a 
scheduled probate hearing 
scheduled Friday. 


That would leave Hughes’ 
relatives and officials of his 
wholly owned Summa Corp. 
back where they started in the 
search for the billionaire’s last 
will and testament. 


If the new expert does decide 
the will was written by Hughes, 
however, the document faces a 
series of tests including a possi­ 
ble jury trial on three contests 
filed by the billionaire’s 
relatives. 


Annette Gano Lummis, Hugh- 
e s’ aunt, filed the third 
challenge Wednesday with a 
court petition describing the 
document as a ‘‘fraud and 
hoax.” 


The latest would-be will, 
meanwhile, arrived in the mail 
at the Clark County Clerk’s of­ 
fice Wednesday. This one was 
typed and accompanied by an 
anonymous letter postmarked 
in Iowa and claiming it had 
been held in a bank safety 
desposit box since being sent 
from London in January, 1973. 


The document, dated Dec. 20, 
1972, named Summa Corp. of­ 
ficers Chester Davis. Nadine 
Henley and Frank Gay as ex­ 
ecutors and beneficiaries of 
one-sixteenth of the estate. It 
also left the Hughes Medical In­ 
stitute to the Cancer Society 
and left money to several 
charities as well as Hughes’ 
relatives and two former wives.

Kearl said he was not pres­ 
sured to adopt the family hour 
as part of the association's 
code. He said he did not vote on 
the family hour issue in 
February of last year, but 
would have voted yes if there 
had been a tie. 
He also denied being in­ 
timidated by the FCC even 
though he was aware that FCC 
chairman Richard Wiley want­ 
ed the networks to adopt 
watered down programming 
during prime time.

Cooking talents

Made by Mrs. Ann Dill for the Historical Homes tour tea of Lompoc Museum 
last month were these three with especially interesting backgrounds. A recipe 
of her grandmother Lynch (great-grandmother of Irene Haven in whose home 
the tea was held) is at least 150 years old and was given to the Lynch, Payne, 
Dill family by a Cherokee Indian woman. She of course, made the mincemeat 
for this filled cookie with venison The recipe has been adapted for modern day 
use. 


Molasses Filled Cookies 
Mi cup lard (or soft butter) 
1/3 cup sugar 
1 egg 
2/3 cup molasses 
2 
cups sifted flour 
3 tsp. baking powder 
4 tsp salt 
I tsp. ginger 
4 tsp. cinnamon 
1 cup mincemeat. 
Cream fat with sugar, add molasses and egg. Beat well. Sift together flour, 
baking powder, salt, ginger and cinnamon. Add dry ingredients to creamed 
mixture. Beat well. Wrap in waxed paper. Chill. Roll out in 4 ” thick sheet. Cut 
into 2” rounds. On bottom round place I teasp. mincemeat. 
Slash another round Mi inch from sides and place on top of mincemeat. Press 
edges together, pulling slashes open. Bake at 375 degrees for IO minutes. Makes 
3 dozen cookies. 


New Hampshire Seed Cookies 
This cookie was a Franklin Pierce favorite. The benne seeds (Sesame) were 
brought to the Carolinas by African slaves and introduced to Southern cooking: 
Wa cup butter 
14 cups brown sugar 
2 eggs 
4 cup sesame seeds, toasted. 
I teasp. vanilla 
IM* cups flour 
4 tsp. baking powder 
Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Cream butter with sugar. Add eggs and beat well. Sift together flour and bak­ 
ing powder. Add sesame seeds. Stir into creamed mixture and mix well. Drop 
by teaspoon onto greased baking sheet 3 inches apart — these really spread and 
grow very thin and crisp. Bake IO to 12 minutes or until lightly browned. Yield 
6 dozen. 


Chocolate Sundae Cookies 
This recipe was awarded $25,000 in Pillsbury Cook-off contest in I960 and 
originated in Wisconsin. 
Sift together: lMi cups flour, 4 tsp. salt and Mi tsp. soda. Set aside. Add: 2/3 
cup brown sugar (packed) gradually to Vt cup Crisco. Cream well. Blend in I 
unbeaten egg. Beat well. Stir in half the dry ingredients. Add Va cup 
maraschino cherry juice and 2 tablespoons milk. Stir in remaining dry in­ 
gredients. Mix well. 
Blend: 2 squares (2 ounces) melted unsweetened chocolate, Vt cup chopped 
walnuts and Mi cup maraschino cherries, chopped into above mixture. D ropsy 
teaspoon on baking sheet. Bake at 350 degrees for 12 to 15 minutes. Cut large 
marshmallow in half and place cut side down on hot cookies. Cool and frost 
with your favorite chocolate frosting. Top each cookie with a nut half. This 
cookie is a hit everyplace it is served. 
Jelly Snow Top Cookies 
This recipe came to Mrs. Haven 30 years ago from Mary Brughelli, whose 
mother had brought it to this country from her native England as a young bride 
around the turn of the century. 
Mi cup butter 
Mi cup brown sugar 
I egg yolk 
Mi tsp. salt 
Cream together until light and fluffy. Add: 
I cup flour 
Mi cup chopped nuts 
I tsp. vanilla 
Mix together until thoroughly blended. Using a level tablespoon of dough for 
each cookie, roll dough between palms of hands into balls and place them about 
2 inches apart on ungreased baking sheet. Using tiger tip, make a depression in 
center Fill with Vt teaspoon tart jelly. 
Then beat until stiff: I egg white and add gradually Va cup sugar and Vt tsp. 
vanilla. Continue beating until stiff meringue is formed. Drop teaspoon of 
meringue oyer center of each cookie, being sure that meringue completely 
covers the jelly. Bake at 300 degrees for 30 minutes or just until cookies are 
light brown. Makes 24 cookies.

Talks of comeback 


Brace is a jail 
for huge Bruno, 
world champion 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — You look at Bruno Sammartino, 
and the immediate reaction is pity. No man his size should 
be in such a tiny jail. 
His prison is a steel orthopedic appliance called a 
Milwaukee Brace. It became a part of Sammartino since he 
broke his neck and was nearly killed wrestling three weeks 
ago 
In medicai language, his sixth cervical vertebra was frac­ 
tured. 
Even in his present disabled condition, Bruno Sammartino 
is a mountain of a man: six feet tall, and weighing 260, he has 
a 21-inch neck, 20l/i-inch upper arm s and a 57Vk-inch chest 
with a 36-inch waistline. 
Despite his size, doctors found a brace to accommodate 
him, and now he’s inside it all the way from his chin to his 
pelvis. 
Bruno Sammartino. the world’s best-known wrestler, is 
still its champion, despite his broken neck. When he sits in 
the living room of his home in Pittsburgh and isn’t under 
therapy, all he thinks about is the day he can wrestle again. 
“ He’s an exceptionally kind person, a wonderful husband 
and a tremendous father to our three children.” says his 
wife, Carole, to whom Sammartino, 38, has been m arried 17 
years. “ But since this injury. I’m very worried about him.- 
He has had many injuries over the years, but this is the 
worst and if I had my way, he would never wrestle again.” 
Sammartino was lucky: His injury did not leave him 
paralyzed, making his chances for recovery excellent. A 


highly sensitive individual as well as an articulate one, he’s 
is not your stereotype of a professional wrestler. 
When he speaks, he does so gently, reflecting the soft, ear- 
pleasing intonation from his native Abruzzi region of central 
Italy. He came to this country when he was 15. 
“Of course I can appreciate how my wife and die rest of 
my family feels,” Sammartino says. “I understand com­ 
pletely, and naturally I’m concerned about the people I love. 
My desire to come back is something I can’t explain. When 
you’re in sports, you have such a limited time and then it’s 
all over with, finished. 
“When this first happened, I lay in the hospital and thought 
I had no alternative. I’ve broken bones before but when 
you’re talking about something so close to the spine, it’s a 
different ball game. The doctors said it was only my good 
physical condition that saved me. They said if it were 
someone else, he’d be dead or paralyzed from the neck down. 
Now I’m starting to feel better. 
“If I progress the way I’m going and the doctors give me 
the okay, I do not intend to retire, no.” 
Nobody in wrestling draws the way Bruno Sammartino 
does. They knock down the doors to see him. More than 
21,000 were in New York’s Madison Square Garden April 26 
when Sammartino met Stan Hansen of Amarillo, Texas. 
The two wrestled awhile and then Hansen caught Sammar­ 
tino with a body slam. 
“Nine out of IO times you land on your back when that hap­ 
pens,” says Sammartino. “ I landed on my head. When I got 


up, he drove me where I had no control whatsoever, an 
he sprung me off the ropes, he caught me with his elD0 
the forehead, snapping my head straight back. He weig 
over 300 pounds, so that completed the job.’ 
Dr Edwin Campbell of the New York State Athletic Com­ 
mission was the one who eventually halted the bout, maxi g 
Hansen the technical winner. Sammartino retained his tine 
because his shoulders weren’t pinned and he never gave up. 
As a m atter of fact, he wanted to continue even though ne 
was bleeding profusely from the head. 
Campbell says it was the most severe injury he encoun­ 
tered in 20 years with the commission. 
Hansen has never called or said he was sorry for what hap- 


^ “On the contrary, he seems to be trying to make capital of 
it,” says Sammartino. “I’ve heard some of his boasting on 
tv and it struck me as being ugly. He is going around saying 
‘I’m the man who broke Bruno Sammartino’s neck. 
In some 2,000 previous matches, Sammartino lost only 
once, five years ago to a Bulgarian named Ivan Koloff. He 
has been world champion ll years and estimates he has 
made nearly $2 million. 
As for whether wrestling is on the up-and-up, Sammartino 
says, “ Mostly the people who ask me that are the ones who 
never go to the matches. 
“I don’t believe the hundreds of thousands who come out to 
see wrestling believe it is a fake. If they did, why would they 
keep coming out?”

Amie flies 
around world 
for a record 


DENVER (UPI) - Arnold Palm er 
stood on a red carpet sipping champagne 
and reflected on his record-setting 57- 
hour flight around the world in a business 
jet. 
“ All I could think about was getting 
back here,” Palm er said Wednesday 
night, after landing his sleek red, white 
and blue jet 28 hours, 44 minutes ahead of 
a decade-old record held by a crew, 
which included e n tertain er A rthur 
Godfrey. 
Palmer, two copilots and a timer- 
observer averaged 400 miles per hour on 
their 22,984-mile trip, which included 
stops nine stops in seven countries. 
“ We lost some time because of head 
winds but otherwise things went just 
about as expected,” said Palmer. “ Prob­ 
ably the only time we had any trouble 
was going into Paris when we were low 
on fuel.” 
Palm er was at the controls as the 
plane flew low over Arapahoe County 
Airport in a salute and then touched 
down in front of a crowd of more than 
300 He was clean-shaven and appeared 
rested as he stepped from the jet into the 
arm s of his wife. 
The sun was behind the nearby Rocky 
Mountains when Palm er donned a brown 
suede coat and walked 60 feet across a 
red carpet for a celebration toast of 
champagne. He also posed for pictures 
with crew members Jam es E. Bird, L. L. 
Purkey and Robert J. Serling. 
Official time for the flight was 57 
hours, 25 minutes and 42 seconds— 
including more than IO hours on the 
ground while Palm er and his crew 
visited d ig n itaries and presented 
bicentennial memorabilia. Atone stop in 
Ceylon. Palm er even rode an elephant. 
Every stop along the way had some 
connection with America’s 200th birth­ 
day. although some, such as Ceylon, 
were remote. It was Ceylonese tea that 
was thrown into the harbor at the Boston 
Tea Party. 
P alm er’s jet, christened the “ 200 
Yankee,” bore decals from most of the 
stops that included Paris; Glamorgon, 
South Wales; Jakarta; Manila; Wake 
Island; and Honolulu, in addition to 
Paris and Ceylon.

Good new s fo r local ocean 
fishermen: 
Surf fishing and halibut fishing are 
getting hot. 
It’s been a long dry spell for the 
surf fishermen, but some good-sized 
barred perch (2 to 2 l/t pounds) are 
being caught at Surf. They’re hitting 
on mackeral and clams, according 
to local expert Ron Hooker. 
Small-boat fishermen are starting 
to land a lot of halibut along the 
coast, from Gaviota on down. A 40- 
pounder was caught at Naples Reef 
last Friday on a party boat out of 
Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing. 
- The Landing, by the way, finally 
hit halibut out at the islands last 
weekend, but the yearly run seems 
to be on.

In the college textbook, “A 
Quarto of Modern Literature,” 
there is sandwiched between 
the prose of Winston Churchill 
and Dylan Thomas a piece of 
spot-news reportage, curiously 
enough, by the A m erican 
sportswriter Red Smith. 
It was Smith’s column for the 
October 27, 1951 edition of the 
New York Herald-Tribune, and 
described how the up-and- 
com ing 
R ocky M a rc ia n o 
knocked out the once-great 
heavyweight champ Joe Louis. 
The column concluded: 
“An old m an’s dream ended. 
A young m an’s vision of the 
future opened wide. Young men 
have visions, old men have 
dreams. But the place for old 
men to dream is beside the 
fire,” 
In recent years, some con­ 
temporary sportswriters have 
felt that Red Smith should also 
retire beside the fire. Although 
many acknowledge that he was 
perhaps the finest w riter ever 
to appear regularly on the 
nation’s sports pages, they felt 
he is, now at age 70, becoming 
fossilized. 
Only about five years ago. 
Red Smith himself was wonder­ 
ing the same thing. But Smith 
made a com eback at least 
equal to any of those he has 
written about in sports. And 
recently, he received the most 
exalted of journalism prizes, 
the Pulitzer. He is the first 
sportswriter in history to be so 
honored for ‘‘distinguished 
commentary.” Although Smith 
has been a newspaperman for 
nearly 50 years, the prize was 
for his work in 1975. The 
Pulitzer committee cited Smith 
as being “ unique in the erudi­ 
tion, the literary quality, the 
vitality and freshness of view­ 
point...” 
In 1971 Red Smith, a man of 
medium build with white hair, 
high forehead and black hom- 
rim glasses, was hired to write 
a sports column for the New 
York Times, a surprising move 
for The Times. 
Smith was then appearing in, 
of all things, the Women’s Wear 
Daily. The glory days when he 
was the most famous, the most 
imitated of newspaper writers 
seemed very much over, having 
been for 22 years the lead sports 
co lum nist for th e H erald 
Tribune and the short-lived 
amalgam the New York World- 
Journal-Tribune in 1967, Red 
seemed almost to fade away. 


, He has been syndicated in 
over IOO newspapers, but that 
number dwindled. He com ­ 
plained th at the syndicate 
salesmen were not selling him 
properly. And the Women’s 
Wear Daily? Dear God, what 
true-blue sports fan read that! 


And those die-hard fans of 
Red’s who would sneak,peeks at 
the “Daily” were often disap­ 
pointed. He sometimes read 
crotchety. Maybe he believed 
nobody w as re a d in g him 
anymore. 


But then he could turn it 
around. He took a brief leave 
from sp o rts to cover the 
national conventions in 1968. At 
the Republican convention in 
Miami, he wrote: 
“Spiro Agnew said of Nixon 
that: ‘You don’t create such a 
man’ you don’t discover such a 
man — you recognize such a 
man.’ 
“ ‘I was afraid he was going 
to say you exhume such a man,* 
a listener on the pre ss-stand 
whispered ” 
When Bob Lipsyte decided to 
give up w riting the sports 
column he shared with Arthur 
D aley, the T im es sounded 
Smith out. Red said yes. “There 
was a lot of electricity around 
our house.” he said. “ I felt like 
I was back playing the Palace.” 
His wife, Phyllis, said. “ He 
had been more unhappy than he 
either knew or admitted ” 
His columns increased in 
vigor. He has taken on the 
Sports E stablishm ent with 
customary wit and elegance, 
but also with an uncustomary 
fierceness. 
At one point, Chub Feeney 
and Lee MacPhail, Presidents 
of the National and American 
Leagues, said in a joint state­ 
m ent th a t “ T he S uprem e 
Court, the Congress and other 
authorities have clearly placed 
the reserv e system above 
narrow, individual disputes.” 
Smith wrote: “ If Chub and 
Lee believe those words to be 
true, then they haven’t done 
their homework ... If they knew

that they w ere feeding the 
public a lot of malarkey, they 
ought to have their mouths 
washed with soap.” 


Smith has said that, “ unlike 
the normal patter, I know I 
have grown more liberal as I’ve 
grown older ... I seem to be 
finding this a much less pretty 
world than when I was younger, 
and I feel things should be done 
about it and that sports are part 
of the world.” 


He has also looked harder at 
his prose. “ I have tried to 
become simpler, straighter and 
purer in my handling of the 
language,” lie said. “ I look at 
some of my writing from years 
past, and I say, ‘Gee I should 
have cooled it a little m ore.’ ” 
He believes much of the 
responsibility of a sportswriter 
“ is to add to the joy of the 
reader interested in the games 
and to capture the grace and 
drama and beauty and humor. 


“ My job is to give a momen­ 
tary pleasure — like a good 
whore,” he said. “There is a 
Japanese expression for that, 
Bai Shun.’ It means ‘selling 
springtime.’ ” 
On the day the Pulitzer was 
announced. Smith’s column told 
about a springtim e visit to 
C laiborne Farm in Lexington, 
Ky., where the great race horse 
Secretariat now roams a pad­ 
dock: 
“Secretariat pulled up and 
calmly accepted a handful of 
grass from a visitor’s hand. 
Cameras clicked, other hands 
reached out to offer grass or 
pat his nose. He acknowledged 
the attention with quiet as­ 
surance. He knew perfectly 
well that he was the attraction, 
he agreed it was only fair, and 
he stayed there posing as long 
as an adm irer remained. If he 
were a singer, it would be said 
that he was generous with en­ 
cores.”

For more than IO years, the 
California Constitution Revi­ 
sion Commission has been 
diligently working on simplify­ 
ing the California Constitution 
as authorized by the voters. 
Since its first recommenda­ 
tion to the voters of California, 
every article except two have 
been amended and revised and 
approved by the voters. More 
than 40,000 words have been 
properly deleted to make the 
Constitution more understan­ 
dable. 


Proposition 14 on the June 8 
primary ballot continues the 
work of the commission. At 
present, provisions of the Con­ 
stitution are organized under 
numbered headings called Ar- 
t i c l e s . 
P r o p o s i t i o n 
14 
reorganizes parts of the Con­ 
stitution by transforming and 
combining priorities from cer­ 
tain articles and placing them, 
with minor changes, in the 
same or differing articles. 
For example, provisions 
relating to voting, the in­ 


itiative and referendum and 
recall are now scattered 
throughout the Constitution. 
The proposition brings those 
together under a single arti­ 
cle. 
According to the legislative 
analyst, the meaning of the 
Constitution will be affected 
by neither the passage nor 
rejection of Proposition 14. 
To make our Constitution 
more logical, coherent and 
readable, we urge a yes vote 
on Proposition 14.

WASHINGTON - Some of our most 
sensitive national secrets could be tap­ 
ped by a few bright computer experts 
with access to a telephone. 
A startling government report, which 
has been declassified but not released to 
the public, tells how a group of Navy 
scientists cracked a Univac 1106 com­ 
puter system using an 
ordinary telephone. 
Yet the system was 
supposed 
to 
be 
“secure.” 
The 1108 is in 
w id esp read 
use 
throughout the govern­ 
m ent. The W hite 
House, all the military 
services and several 
federal agencies use 
this system to store 
sensitive information. 
Not only top defense 
secrets but personal details the govern­ 
ment gathers about private individuals 
a?e contained in 1106 computers. 
The Navy scientists write that they in­ 
serted “trap doors” in the system. “At 
the user’s expense, we were able to 
covertly copy their files. Had we wanted 
to, we could have destroyed or selective­ 
ly rewritten them.” 
What an enemy could do with this ac­ 
cess to highly classified information is 
alarming. It also has grave privacy im­ 
plications since the files on private 
citizens would also be compromised. 
The scientists who engineered this 
computer break-in wrote that they 
believe “penetration of large (operating 
systems) can be performed at very low

cost. However, because there are few 
well-documented examples of such 
penetration, there is a false sense of 
security among system managers, many 
of whom believe that holes in their 
systems exist in theory but are, in prac­ 
tice, not possible to exploit.” 
The government now claims to have 
plugged the holes described in this 
report. But the scientists claim "that no 
individual can understand such large and 
haphazardly constructed systems and 
the systems are bound to have holes.” 
The General Accounting Office 
(GAO), in a private study, found that 
some government em ployes have 
already turned their knowledge of these 
“holes” to their own profit. The GAO in­ 
vestigated 69 cases of criminal com­ 
puter fraud, which cost the government 
more than $2 million in tosses. 
A clerk discovered, for example, that 
she could introduce fictitious food stamp 
claims into a computer on behalf of ac­ 
complices. They collected 
more than 
$90,000 in fraudulent benefits before they 
were caught as a result of an anonymous 
tip. 
Footnote: Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., 
who has learned about the computer spy­ 
ing, has alerted both the House and 
Senate Armed Services committees, urg­ 
ing an investigation. 
WHALE HUNT: For centuries, the 
Arctic sea mammals, particularly the 
whale, have provided the Eskimos with 
most of the food, clothing and shelter 
they needed to survive in the most 
hostile environment on earth.

Drought's imprint 


It will be a while yet, but before long, 
the significance of last winter and 
spring’s drought will be cranked into the 
water picture. 
A hint of the impact of the dry year 
was seen in a comment the other day by 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie. The 
supervisor said there wouldn’t be any 
surplus w ater at 
Cachuma Reservoir 
unlike previous years. 
Beattie even hinted 
that that fact, if it is a 
fact, might get south 
county water entities 
off dead center in their 
opposition to state 
project water. The en­ 
tities have opposed 
state water and have 
sought an election on 
the question, confident 
that the voters would 
turn thumbs down on setting a date for 
delivery of the water Opponents of such 
opposition, on the other hand have sought 
decisions based more on a countywide 
need, rather than the regional. 
But there are other and complex ques­ 
tions hanging over the water scene 
Some inkling of the severity (rf the 
problem can be seen in a report by 
Ronald B. Robie, director of the Califor­ 
nia’s Department of Water Resources in 
an address on May 7: “The extent of the 
dry year is now fully known, and it is 
more serious than any dry year most of 
us have seen in our lifetimes. We

reported some of the records last month, 
and the situation that we then con­ 
templated — an extremely dry year — is 
now a reality.” 
Some of the reasoning behind Beattie’s 
feeling that the no-surplus situation at 
Cachuma can be seen in this equation: 
Santa Barbara has had sufficient water 
from sources other than Cachuma to 
satisfy the demand by the city’s relative­ 
ly stable population. As a consequence, 
the city has been selling its entitlement 
from Cachuma to Goleta, which is in 
short supply. Despite access to the city’s 
entitlement, some areas, west of the city 
have had to ration water. Because of the 
pinch, now, Santa Barbara may well say, 
wait a minute, maybe we better hang 
onto our entitlement. If that happened, 
the Goleta area would come into a period 
of severe water shortage, as compared 
to the present, merely straightened cir­ 
cumstances, and thus, the argument 
goes, be more favorably disposed toward 
state water. 
There is a danger in zeroing in on these 
particular circumstances that the un­ 
initiated will get too narrow a view of the 
converging forces of supply and demand 
and payment that operate in the water 
picture. 
The whole scene is com plex, 
som etim es illu sive and always 
frustrating. There are some who believe 
that the most intense pressures, both 
hydrological and political are in northern 
California where court cases, public 
protest and the sources of state project 
water occur. 
Charles Lawrance, engineer-manager 
of the Santa Barbara County Water 
Agency, is trying to sort all this out and 
the county’s advisory committee for 
water is in there too. 
There are crucial decisions facing the 
county. For example, when to slate a 
countywide election on questions sur­ 
rounding the county’s relationship to 
state water; how to coordinate this coun­ 
ty’s actions with those of San Luis Obispo 
County — since the two counties are go­ 
ing to have to pay for the coastal 
aqueduct, main conveyance for the 
water from the north; what decision to 
make on other alternative water sup­ 
plies? 
And still to be reckoned with are such 
nagging questions as. what are the salt 
balance requirements underground in 
Lompoc Plain? 


Barrow, Alaska, near the tip of a tiny 
peninsula jutting into the ice-bound Arc­ 
tic Ocean to spend a week with the 
Eskimos. His assignment was to report 
the effect of the Alaskan oil fever upon 
the Eskimo culture. 
The highlight of Bemton’s stay with 
the Eskimos was a whale hunt. The 
Eskimos told how white intruders were 
scaring off the great whales, whose blub­ 
ber is still one of their staple foods. One 
hunting party had waited (H i the ice near­ 
ly a week for a whale to appear in the 
open water, they said, only to see it 
frightened away by a low-flying plane. 
Nevertheless, the Eskimos took 
Bemton with them on a whale hunt. He 
trotted alongside a sealskin boat which 
was lashed to a wooden sled. His job was 
to help keep the sled on the narrow trail 
that twisted through the Arctic ice pack. 
They raced over the ice as Eskimos 
have been doing for hundreds of years. 
Yet there was evidence of the encroach­ 
ment of the white civilization. The sled 
was pulled not by a team of Husky dogs 
but by a Skiddo snowmobile. 
The Eskimos also tired sooner than 
their forebears would have and stopped 
for Coke breaks. “Last time I felt as bad 
as this,” one Eskimo companion panted, 
“I’d been on a drunk for a week,” He ad­ 
ded, “Yet I’ve been smoking since I was 
nine.” 
After refreshing themselves with Coke 
and orange pop, the Eskimos tossed the 
empty cans out on the ice. They also 
listened to Johnny Cash music on a tran­ 
sistor radio. 
As they approached the edge of the ice, 
a party of returning hunters warned that 
the ice by the open water was 
treacherous. So Bemton and his friends 
pitched their tents a safe distance from 
the open water. The canvas tents, in­ 
troduced by 18th-century whaling ships 
which sailed out of San Francisco, were 
lined with wooden racks and then were 
filled with caribou skins. 
Inside the tent, a Coleman stove was 
lit and they dined on Spam, bread and hot 
tea. They slept until 3:00 a.m. when a 
companion shook Bemton awake. 
“We have to go quickly,” the Eskimo 
said urgently. “The radio says there is 
going to be a 40-mile-an-hour wind pretty 
soon.” This could have broken up the ice 
and left them stranded on a floating 
iceberg. 
The approaching storm ended the 
whale hunt before it got started. By 
dawn's eerie Arctic light, they headed 
back to Barrow, the roar of their snow­ 
mobile shattering the frozen stillness. 
Footnote: We ll have more reports 
from Bernton on life with the Eskimos in 
future columns. 


WASHINGTON - At this halfway 
point in the mad merry-go-round of the 
primaries, predictions about the final 
outcom e m ust seem hazardous. 
Nevertheless, I am going to go out on 
that long limb. In the campaign for 
President this fall the opponents will be 
Ronald Reagan, Republican, and Jimmy 
Carter, Democrat. 
As Reagan said 
after his substantial 
win in Nebraska, the 
results were “pure 
Republican” and owed 
nothing to crossovers 
by Democrats who had 
once been for Wallace. 
.Reagan will come into 
the convention in 
Kansas City with a 
sizeable clutch of 
delegates. And while 
there may be an up­ 
roar on the convention floor sparked by 
such unhappy Republicans as Nelson 
Rockefeller, I believe Reagan will be im­ 
possible to stop. 
The private feeling among many 
Republicans, and most just moderates 
and liberals, is that he cannot possibly 
win. He would, in all probability, do bet­ 
ter than Barry Coldwater in 1964 who 
carried only six states. But this country 
where the centrist position has always 
dominated is not ready for an extremist 
on the right. 
Nebraska is hardly a typical state. The 
two Senators, Carl T. Curtis and Roman 
L. Hrusks, are among the most conser­ 
vative in that body. Yet on the 
Democratic side the populist strain out 
of the past is still strong. It was the base 
of William Jennings Bryan, three times 
the nominee of the Democratic party and 
three times defeated. 
This helps to explain Sen. Frank 
Church’s victory over front-runner Jim­ 
my Carter. Church has chaired the in­ 
vestigation of the multinational corpora­ 
tions and their intrigues and he has been 
prominent among those who would break 
up the big oil companies. 
Presumably he can go on to another 
win in Oregon, which also has populist 
and liberal roots. But even a victory in 
Oregon, with its 34 delegates, would 
make little difference. It would not be 
sufficient to checkmate Carter and in­ 
sure a brokered convention. 
Reagan, as I see it, will represent the 
brawling past of Theodore Roosevelt 
who was quite frank in saying at one 
point that the United States had stolen 
the Panama Canal. Carter will offer a 
hope for the future, however, vague in its 
outlines. Thus it will be truly a choice 
and not an echo. 
The triumphs of Reagan and those, in 
my view, still to come against an incum­ 
bent President, reveal a degree of disaf­ 
fection and distrust that are not only sur­ 
prising but deeply disturbing. I had 
thought, as I had said several times in 
this space, that Ford would be 
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renominated. By his own ineptness, he is 
in process of losing what should have 
been a sure thing. 
Certain facts of life hitherto far from 
clear have been brought to light by the 
primaries. Organized labor, as Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson learned to his sorrow 
in Pennsylvania, no longer can call the 
faithful to follow a dictum announced 
from on high. The endorsement of labor 
seems almost to have been a handicap 
rather than an asset. 
In San Francisco the 40-day strike of 
municipal employes caused widespread 
resentment. Mayor George Moscone, 
who had been elected in a bipartisan con­ 
test and not, as I had mistakenly written, 
in a Democratic primary, seemed 
helpless to bring the strike to a halt. A 
well-known Democrat, running for 
governor in the primary in 1974, he had 
been defeated by Jerry Brown. 
Repeatedly in his political career 
Moscone has had the active support of 
organized labor. 
The primaries have also revealed that

the backing of the so-called bosses may 
be a liability. Jackson had the support of 
Mayor Frank L. Rizzo of Philadelphia. A 
blessing from the bosses seems to be as­ 
sociated with Washington and the old 
order and voters are having none of that. 
As he received the returns from 
Nebraska, Jimmy Carter spoke wistfully 
of the need to spread himself thin in so 
many primary states. Thirty primaries 
are a cruel obstacle race, taking so much 
in time, energy and money from the can­ 
didates. 
Carter can be grateful that he began to 
plan for the presidency as early as 1972 
in the middle of his governorship of 
Georgia. During the past two years he 
made 63 separate trips to Florida laying 
the groundwork for his defeat of Gov. 
George C. Wallace who in 1972 was still 
considered a formidable opponent in the 
South. Connecticut was a win for Carter 
with Mo Udall very close behind. 
It is a weird game and if in November 
we can recover our sanity that will alone 
be cause for rejoicing. 


Hero in his own time 


City Councilman Joe Valencia told his 
fellow council members Tuesday night 
that he has received a number of 
requests, complaints and similar appeals 
for action from constituents since taking 
office a couple of months ago. 
None of these matters was of major 
consequence, and yet they represented a 
genuine concern to the 
individuals who had 
contacted him, Valen­ 
cia continued. 
He said he had 
brought these matters 
to the attention of the 
appropriate depart­ 
ment heads among the 
city staff, and that all 
have been handled in 
fine fashion.

Ward noted that the stretch is being 
used already by motorists who risk a 
ticket if they get caught driving on the 
street. Those who use it and get away 
with it save considerable distance since 
the closest access to H Street otherwise 
for those living in the northeast sector is 
to go down to North Avenue. 
Since it is a county road project, it will 
have to be a county decision to take down 
the barricades — which are easily 
movable anyway and frequently are set 
aside to provide limited access to resi­ 
dents and farmers in the area — and 
open the street. 
City Administrator Gene W ah tors and 
Public Works Director Barry Gustafson 
said they would check into it and see 
what could be done. 
Successful efforts on their part will be 
cheered heartily by a host of motorists in 
that sector of town.
